The document is of a 
highly interesting and important character,— 
not only giving a history of the futile attempt to 
lease or purchase the gold-region, but present- 
ing for the consideration of Congress a compre- 
heusive scheme for the advancement of the 
Sioux by making education of the youth 
compulsory, and requiring the adult Indians 
to perform labor as a condition of their sub- 
sistance, Congress is asked to fix and appro- 
priate a fair equivalent for the value of the 
Black Hiils, which amount shall constitute a 
portion of the fund required to carry out the 
suggestions of the Commission.

THE DEMANDS OF THE INDIANS. 

On the 27th, 28th, and 29th, the Commission

it manifest that it was useless to continue the nego- 
tiations.

Ways, Ind., Nov. 17.—To-day in the Wall 
murder case was devoted to the argaments of 
counsel. In the forenoon Mr. J. C. Stratton 
spoke for the defense, and in the aftervooa Mr. 
W. G. Colerick delivered the closing argument 
for the State. This moruing Judge Borden de- 
livered his charge to the jury, He stated fuily 
and thoroughly the law of Indiana concerning 
murder, defining the different degrees of crime 
and punishments affixed by the statute to each.

Premising 
that a refusal on the part of Spain to recog- 
nize the independence of Cuba will precipi- 
tate war with the United States, Carios 
coolly charges that “ the revolution which 
you [Auronso] represent is responsible for 
the Cuban rebellion, and impudently as- 
sumes that if he, the rightful monarch, had 
had the direction of affairs, no such difficulty 
would have been 
pleasantly asserted himself, Canros proffers 
a truce between his beggarly follow- 
ing and the armies of Spain pend- 
ing the war with the United States, but 
without prejudice to his rights to the crown, 
which he expects to wear day. He can 
furnish no soldiers, but will do something in 
the way of privateers to prey on American 
commerce. If his proposition is accepted, 
the conditions of the truce may be settled 
hereafter; if rejected, the world will be 
witness that Catholic Spain has nobly done 
her duty.” It is scarcely conceivable that 


it will be accorded the distinction of a reply 
by the Alfoneist Government, towards whom 
Don Cos occupies the attitude of a pre- 
tender, rebel, and traitor. Beyond the gain- 
ing of a little sympathy among the Ultra- 
montane element in Spain, the manifesto is 
not likely to add greatly to the Cuban com. 
plication. 

REPORT OF THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 

The Commission appointed to negotiate 
with the Indians in the Black Hills reseiva- 
tion have made their report to the Secretary 
of the Interior, and we publish the full ro- 
port this morning. It will be remembered 
that the Commission was sent there to nego- 
tiate for the purchase of the reservation, 
and that, after a stormy and perilous session 
of many days, there was a failure to reach 
any satisfactory conclusion. The report gives 
a very full and clear history of the’ whole af- 
fair, including a statement of the reasons of 
failure. Conspicuous among these reasons, 
will be noticed, is the interference of per- 
sons, not Indians, who are interested in hav- 
ing a large annual money-payment to the In- 
dians, affording a permanent fund of which 
the Indians may be despoiled. The recom- 
mendations of the Commission are radical, 
and they point to a thorough revision of our 
relations with the whole Indian population 
west of the Mississippi. The recommenda- 
tions, however, are confined to the Sioux In- 
dians. The Commission recommends : 

That Congress shall take the initiative, and, 
instead of attempting to negotiate, Congress 
shall by law provide for the separation of all 
the Sioux Indians between the ages of 6 
and 16 years from the adult population ; 
and make provision for the thorough educa- 
tion of the minors at some point or points 
where they will be free from the control and 
influence of the adult Indians. This system 
of education to include manual labor and in- 
dustrial schools, and to be compulsory. Hav- 
ing thus provided for the future civilization 
of the minor population, Congress shall by 
law require that the adult Indians shall per- 
form labor as a condition of subsistence; and 
that, after a date in the future, subsistence 
shall be issued only to such as shall labor and 
to the aged and infirm. A further recom. 
mendation is that every Indian be encouraged 
in the acquisition and protected in the pos- 
session of private property. The Indians 
Gow occupying the northwestern part of 
Nebraska are to be removed to the reserva- 
tion established by the treaty of 1868, where 
land suitable for agriculture can be found 
and supplies furnished. Supplies shall here- 
after be furnished under the supervision of 
officers of the army. 

A wise recommendation is that all the 
present agencies be abolished, and the whole 
system be reorganized so far as relates to the 
Sioux Indians, and that such compensation 
to officers and agents be provided as will 
command honesty and competency. The In- 
dians to be notified that such force as may 
be necessary will be used to enforce compli- 
ance with the policy of the Government, to 
the end that the Indians may become civil- 
ized and self-supporting. The Government 
to take upon itself the duty of paying to the 
Indians a fair equivalent for the Hills, taking 
into consideration all the circumstances, and 
such sum to be paid to become part of the 
fund required in the general plan to educate 
and civilize the Sioux. 

There can be no mistaking the character 
of the recommendation. It deals directly 
with the Indian problem. It puts an end to 

wild hopes speculations of the Indi- 
an It is a new departure in deal- 
ing with the Indians. The Indians are 
notoriously beggars and paupers. They 
have no thought of labor nor of indus. 
try. It is proposed to begin a new 
policy, and that the children shall cease to 
continue a life of pauperism. That the chil- 
dren of the Indians shall be educated to 
labor, to earn the bread they eat, and to learn 
to labor for a living. It is proposed that the 
future Sioux shall become civilized, edu- 
cated, and producers. There can be no pos- 
sible progress in civilization until the chil- 
dren be separated from the Indian adults, 
and compelled to compulsory education and 
to the discipline of labor. In the same man- 
ner the adult Indians must be compelled to 
labor, and cease to live as paupers and beg- 


gars. 

The time, we think, has arrived when In- 
dians shall cease to be treated as sovereign 
national tribes, to be dealt with as foreign 
Governments acting under treaty obligations. 
The treaty-business has ceased to be entitled 
to respect, The Indians know nothing of

OUR SPANISA RELATIONS. 

Though the London 7imes has mee ½ 8 
ature in finding “ wars and rumors of * 
in the relations between the United States 
and Spanish Governments as unofficially de 
fined in some press dispatches, and though 
the order for fitting out three American ves- 
sels of war probably means nothing more than 
a prudent preparation for any emergency, 
there is little question but that the bonds of 
friendly relation between Spain and this cann- 
try are stretched to the utmost tension, and 
are in danger of snapping asunder at any 
aggravation of our complaints. There isalso 
little doubt but the President will be more 
blunt and outspoken in his next message than 
ever before on the foul wrongs which Cuba 
suffers at the hands of the Spanish Govern- 
ment and the commercial grievances of the 
American people arising from the injustice of 
the Spanish impost laws in Cuba. We have 
been long suffering in this regard, and it 
would be strange indeed if there had not been 
generated an ill-feeling that is eager for ex- 
pression. 

A foreign war not having come within the 
experience of several generations, is natu- 
rally regarded as outside the range of possi- 
bilities. The War of the Rebellion was so 
regarded even after LN corn had made his 


Arst call for volunteers. The American peo- 


ple are not much given to apprehension. The 


| tendency is not merely to exaggerate, but to 


regard everything as exaggerated. There is 
no danger, therefore, that the country will be 
in the least excited over any Spanish news 
that looks like war. If war comesatall, it 
is more likely to be actually upon us before 
we know it. But, on the other hand, it is 
foolish to dismiss the idea as impossible or 
absurd that there should be such complica- 
tions as to betray the American people into a 
foreign war. Our natural and traditional 
policy is péace. It is a policy to which we 
always have been, and probably always will 
be, ready to make abundant concessions. 
But we cannot, on that account, submit 
to any flagrant grievances. It is as neces- 
sary that the United States Government shall 
protect the life and rights of her citizens, 
shall resent indignities put upon the nation, 
and demand equal consideration in com- 
meree, as that Great Britain, or France, or 
Germany pursue this course. Submission to 
any imposition in one case would imply sub- 
mission in all future cases. It would have 
been exceedingly uncomfortable for us, to 
say the least, to have gone to war with Great 
Britain, had that Government refused to refer 
the Alabama claims to a fair arbitration or to 
abide by the award made against it; but such 
a result could not have been avoided in such 
a case. So we can only bear with Spanish 
snubs and Spanish impositions ‘until the rec- 
ognized dignity of a great nation needs to be 
defended. 

The American cause of complaint against 
Spain includes notably three unequal advan- 
tages which Spain insists upon, viz.: The 
maintenance of the right, under a treaty dat- 
ing as far back ds 1795, to search American 
vessels on the high seas when they are ‘‘sus- 
pected” of being on a mission of aid and 
comfort to Spain’s enemy; the unjust and 
extortionate discrimination of Spanish laws 
governing Cuba, by which American bread- 
stuffs and manufactures are practically shut 
out from the exchange for Cuban products 
which we buy so liberally ; and the continua- 
tion of a long and cruel warfare in Cuba, 
which has been of a duration and character 
to justify the belief that Spain has not the 
power to govern the island over which she 
still insists upon asserting her dominion. 
The last cause of American complaint is one 
we share in common with the remainder of 
the civilized and commercial world, with 
the difference that American interests are 
more seriously aff by the disturbed 
condition of Cuba than are any others. Not 
counting this, the American nation, as the 
nearest neighbor of the Cuban people. and 
with a native sentiment of liberty, must at 
least feel an equal responsibility with the 
other great nations of the world in sanction- 
ing the continuation of uncivilized warfare 
under the pretense of quelling an insurrec- 
tion, and with only the effect of perpetuating 
human slavery and destroying the usefulness 
of one of the richest islands on the globe. 

It is altogether likely that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment is correct in assuming that the de- 
mand for the abrogation of their right of 
searching American vessels on the high seas, 
under certain circumstances, is with a view 
to the recognition of the Cuban patriots as 
belligerents. But suppose this to be true? 
It gives no warrant to Spain to deny to the 
United States Government the consideration 
which has been accorded to other Gov- 
ernments. The United States should be as 
free to recognize the Cubans as belliger- 
ents—and it is absurd longer to deny it— 
as France or England. We should be ham- 
pered by no more penalties or indignities in 
doing it than are the other great nations in 
friendly relations with Spain. The trouble 
is that Spain looks upon the United States 
Government as awaiting an opportunity to 
snatch Cuba from it; and this misapprehen- 
sion of the situation has betrayed it into acts 
which are simply caloulated to produce the 
very desire it dreads. It is not at all impos- 
sible that Spain’s antagonism growing out of 
this misapprehension, the greed which 
prompts her to oppress Cuba and discrimi- 
nate against the United States, and the arro- 
gance which is of an hereditary nature, may 
yet force our Government to take such a

THE REVENUE FRAUDS. 

The revelations in the St. Louis whisky 
cases, so far as they expose official depravity, 
are appalling. They show how wide-spread 
was the corruption of the public officers. 
The Supervisor of Internal Revenue, the 
Inspector of Internal Revenue, the Collector, 
the Gaugers, the Storekeepers, and the 
.Chief Clerk of the Revenue Office at Wash- 
ington, and the successive Special Agents 
sent out to investigate,—all, from 1871 to 
1875, deliberately combined to appropriate to 
themselves the revenue of the Government. 
One of the parties states that he has no 
record of his share of the plunder, but it was 
not less than $50,000 during the fourteen 
months in which he participated. He re- 
ceived one-fifth. The business began in 
September, 1871, and was brought to a 
sudden stop in September, 1875. At first, 
and during the fourteen months covered by 
the testimony of the witness, only a few dis- 
tillers were included; but the demand for 
money and the number of the officials to be 
bribed increased, and so all the manufac- 
turers were gradually drawn in. 

The tax on spirits during this time was 50 
cents on the gallon; and the average sum paid 
by the distillers to the Government officers was 
80 cents per gallon. The division, therefore, 
of the tax was 20 cents retained by the dis- 
tillers and 30 cents by the dishonest officers. 
If the share of one of these officers during 
fourteen months was $50,000, and he re- 
ceived one-fifth of the 30 cents, then we have, 
as the total revenue taken during that term, 
$250,000 by the revenue officers and $167,000 
by the distillers, which was" equal to the tax 
on 830,000 gallons. Subsequently, the tax 
Was increased to 70 cents, and since then to 
90 cents. We have not yet had the revela- 
tions covering the later period, but the prac- 
tiee was continued on even a larger scale,— 
that is to say, there were more manufactur- 
ers, and, of course, a larger amount of whis- 
ky made and sold free of tax. Occasionally, 
in addition to the 30 cents per gallon paid to the 
revenue officers, there were special levies for 
round sums to silence visiting officers, and a 
levy of $300 per woek was made to quiet a 
complaining officerin the Revenue Burean 
at Washington. One special official demanded 
and received $10,000 for silence, and sums of 
various amounts were demanded in the names 
of eminent men. 

Here, then, we have demonstrated that the 
frauds on the revenue were not so much for 
the profit of the manufacturers as they were 
for the profit of the revenue officers. Ont 
of a tax of $417,000, six-tenths were taken 
by the sworn officers of the Treasury, for 
which they gave permission to the manufac- 
turers to put nearly a million of gallons of 
whisky on the market free of tax. Nor is 
the depravity of the officials to be measured 
by these established facts alone. When they 
had five large distilleries thus subject to their 
demands, they made use of that fact to com- 
pel other distillers to submit to the same 
mode of doing business. This process was 
an easy one: The honest distiller was frankly 
told that he could not sell whisky in competi- 
tion with the Ring distillers; that the latter 
paid only 30 cents per gallon bonus to the 
revenue officers, while the honest distiller 
paid 50 cents tax to the Government; and 
that, unless the latter also joined the Ring, 
he would be driven out of the business. The 


guilty of robbing the Government of which 
they were sworn officers, but of coercing the 
manufacturers who were doing an honest 
business into uniting with them in a division 
of the tax. While we do not excuse nor 
palliate the crime of the distillers, we can 
imagine no extenuation for the conduct of 
the public officers. For them there can be 
no sympathy or respect. These are the rev. 
elations in St. Louis. What are they to be 
in Chicago, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, and else- 
where ?

There has been a decrease in the receipts 
of this department, as compared with the 
previous year, of $1,501,880, which is attrib- 
uted to the general business depression, the 
falling-off of immigration, the drought in 
localities favored for homestead settlements, 
and the devastations of the grasshoppers. 
The Commissioner anticipates a steady dim- 
inution of entries in the future. There isa 
problem relative to the timber-lends, for the 
sale or managemen“ of which there is no pro- 
vision. The settlers are in the habit of raid- 
ing the United States forests for their timber, 
and if no attention is paid to their preserva- 
tion there will be serious results in. the too 
rapid melting of the snows that supply the 
mountain streams. One suggestion is that 
the Government shall retain these lands and 
sell the timber under certain restrictions, but 
it is thought it will not be possible to enforce 
the regulations. The better suggestion is the 
sale of the lands to the actual settlers, who 
will have an interest in preserving a sufficient 
proportion of the timber to protect them- 
selves. A modification of the Homestead 
laws is also recommended, so that the arid 


region of the Central Plateau may be 


surveyed and offered for private entry at 
$1.25 per acre.

The report of Mr. E. P. Surrn, the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, # principally re- 
markable for its recommendations. In order 
to remove the possibility of fraud in the ad- 
ministration of Indian affairs, he recommends 
the abolition of the contract system, and urges 
that the purchases shall be made by the War 
Department, in its Quartermaster and Com- 
missary branches, these purchases to be in- 
spected by army officers, and then to be de- 
livered to the agents simply for distribution 
to the Indians. With regard to the Black 
Hilla business, he presents the alternative 
either that the Government shall increase its 
military force in that region so as to keep 
out the miners, or that it shall put such re- 
strictions on the large bounties now given to 
the Sioux so ds to procure their assent to the 
cession of the Black Hills country. He also 
strongly recommends the expulsion of “‘squaw 
men,” the white husbands of squaws, from 
the reservations ; that the Indians shall be 
compelled to labor in payment for their ra- 
tions, which is a very sensible recommenda- 
tion ; and that all Indians living within the 
organized States be transferred to the care of 
those States and that the Bureau be relieved 
from them. The number of these Indians is 
as follows: 6,000 in New York, 7,000 in 
Wisconsin, 8,000 in Michigan, and 6,000 in 
Minnesota. 


Chicago, it seems, is to be burned again. We 
regret to bear it, but, unless the New England 
Labor Reform League changes its mind, we 
might as well put on double insurance at once, 
sleep in our clothes, and put up sheds in the 
outskirts to serve as temporary shelters when 
the homes which we have fondly thought were 
destined to be permanent disappear io flame, 
and smoke, and ashes, and the beneficent de- 
signs of the New England Labor Reform League 
are accomplished. These designs were declared 
at a recent convention of the League in Bos- 
ton, and seem as vet to have provoked 
no dissent. And of course their wisdom 
cannot be too highly commended. What 
greater boon can labor have than the 
destruction of 6200, 000, 000 of the capital which 
provides employment for labor and pays wages? 
Burning down the homes of a few thousand 
workingmen will stimdlate the building trade; 
and is not that a sweet help to the depressed 
workman? There can be no doubt that, if man- 
ufactories are moving slowly, a brisk incendiary 
fire will make them go quicker. If trade is dull, 
burning up its habitations will make matters 
more lively. If people are poor, destroying their 
past savings will of course tend to make them 
rich. There can be no more doubt of all these 
things than there ig that black is white. But if 
the gentle League of New Engiand reformers 
is wise, it will begin work nearer home. 
Why go to the expense of sending competent 
incendiaries out here when Botson is so near, 
when New York is not far off, when a dozen 
good-sized cities can be readily consumed by the 
expenditure of a few dollars in railway tickets 
and a few cents in petroleum? What a magnifi- 
cent reform it would be to blot out every city in 
the country, to write the gospel of the future in 
letters of fire half a mile long. from the seas to 
the Sierras.

A war between the United States and Spain on 
account of Gaba would be all but inevitable if 
American dispatches could be construed as liter- 
ally as those of European countries. No Euro- 
pean Government would send such a note as 
that which President Grant has caused to be de- 
livered to the Cabinet of Madrid, unless it were 
ready to fight; and any Government with a 
sense of self-respect would fight rather than 
yield to such dictation. As there is, happily, lit- 
tle reason to fear that President Grant means to 
be taken at his word, we may look at his demand 
quite calmly. The precise terms of it, as our 
American correspondent said yesterday, have 
not been made public, but they may be 
gathered from the well-known views of 
the President. It seems that it was pre- 
sented so long ago as September, by Mr. 
Caleb Cushing, the American Minister in Madrid. 
It stated that theinsurrection in Cuba was only 
one degree less important to the United States 
than to Spain. While American interests ere in- 
jured, no redress can be obtained, except by a 
circuitous appeal to Madrid. The cause of the 
disturbance, and consequently of the mischief 
intheted on American citizens, the President 
thinks, is the existence of siavery and the do- 
minion of Spain. He had hoped that Spain 
would have put an end to the quarrel! of her own 
accord, but, since she has merely fanued the 
flames, be tells her what she onght to do. She 
ought to set Cuba free and it it to become 
an independent Republic. it will become free 
in spite of all her efforts to keep it in subjec- 
tion. A continuance of present relations has 
this danger: that it may some day force the 
United States to interfere. The President does 
not positively say that they will interfere, but he 
‘plainly gives Spain to understand that they 
might at any moment be left no choice, and that 
be bas made up his mind how to act when an 


emergency occurs. 
If such was really the language of the note, it 
is one af the most peremptory messages ever 
sent to a State, even of the second or the third 
rank. It is none the less offensive because mach 
of it is true. Slavery has done indescribable 
mischief in Ouba, as it does everywhere else.

Capacity of the Joliet Steel and Iron 
Works. 
Seca Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune 

Jour, l., Nov. 17.—Yesterday evening the 
Joliet Steel Mills completed the most extraor- 
dinary run ever accomplished. Commencing 
the evening previous, they turned out, in an 
actual running time of 17 hours and 40 minutes, 
the enormous amount of 1,214 52-pound steel 
rails, each 30 feet in length, making a total of 
63,128 pounds of rails. Work commenced on 
the night-turn at 5:50 p. m. on Monday, and at 
5:45 a. m. on Tuesday 608 rails had been rolled. 
The day-turn begun at 6:35.a. m., and at 6:45 
yesterday evening had its work of 611 rails 
fiomhed. The actual working time of the 
night-turn was 8 hours and 55 min- 
utes, and of the day-turn 8 hours 
and 45 minutes. The remainder of the time, 
5 hours and 25 minutes, was lost in heating, 
which was done in seven furnaces, four of them 
gas, and three coal furnaces, with a 23-inch 
train of 16-inch pass rolis. This loss of time was 
ocaasioned by the fact that the capacity of tpe 
furnaces was not suflicient to supply the 
The fails are for the Onio & Mississippi Railroad. 
This exploit probably excels all previous achieve- 
meats in thus branch of industry. It certainly 
is far ahead of the recent performance of the 
North Chicago Rolling Mills, when 1,010 steel 
rails were made in 20 hours and 4 minutes, being 
an &verage of I minute and 12 seconds for each 
rail, while it will be seen that the average time, 

this last unequaled feat, is less than 58 geo- 
onds for each rail.

FRAZER,

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INDIANA STREET RAILROAD. 
IT WILL SOON RUN TO WESTERN AVENUE. 

An adjourned meeting of the property-holders 
living on Iodiana street was held last evening at 
the corner of Indiana street and Western aye- 
nue to hear reports of committees appointed to 
consult with the officers of the West Side Rail- 
road Company and with Mr. J. DeGolyer, con- 
tractor for paving the street. 

The meeting was called to order at 8 o'clock, 
and M. B. Henry chosen to preside. 

The committee appointed to interview the 
West Side Railroad Company reported that 
the Superintendent was adverse to lay- 
ing the track to Western avenue. 
A subsequent call on the Directors of 
the road resulted in learning that Mr. Lake, the 
superintendent, had been instructed to lay the 
track, and had not done so. Ald. Cleveland 
was deputized to see Mr. Lake, aud place the 
question before him. 

Ald. Cleveland was nt, and said that, 
from his interview with Mr. Lake, he was of the 
opinion that the Company would soon — 
to lay the track on Indiana street to Western 
avenue. 

The Committee appointed to wait on Mr. De 
Golyer reported that he had been seen, apd had 

mised to be present at the meeting, but was 
not. 

Ald. Quirk said he had seen Mr. De Goyler, 
who proposed to pave Indiana street to 
Leavitt street. The speaker said it was next to 
impossible to pave as far as Western avenue 
now, as the ground had not been broken and 
the weather was too cold. He thought the pave- 
ment would be laid, however, in the spring, and 
the railroad track this fall. The railroad people 
at first seemed averse to laying the track this 
fall, but after learning that the owner. of a 
auar’y in the ward had ed to furvish stone 
for the purpose, they beea more favorable 
toward the project. 

It was stated that most of the property- 
bolders on Indiana street, from Hoyne avenue 
to Western avenue, were in favor of the plan, 
and had signed the contract with De Golyer. 

The Aldermen of the ward received a unani- 
mous vote of thanks for the services they had 
rendered. It was moved that the Chair express 
these thanks iu a neat little speech, but the 
Chair said be wasn't used to speaking m public. 
He would say, however, that be thought it nec- 
essary, in these degenerate days, when Alder- 
men were accused of a great deed that was 
wrong, and sometimes justly too, to thank an 
honest Aiderman for the performance of his 
honest duties.

SUBURBAN. 
EXPLOSION AT THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

About 9 o'clock yesterday morning Mr. Mur- 
ray prepared a retort for mixing oxygen gas, 
and, after makin g the proper connections with a 
gasometer, placed it in a charcoal-stove made of 
sheet-iron. The retort consisted of 2 feet of 2-inch 
wrought-irov pipe, with caps on each end, into 
one of which was fitted a smaller pipe. Mr. 
Murray stood near the retort blowing upon 
the cosis through a glass tube 23¢ feet long. 
In less than five minutes a loud ex 


a table leg, tearing it from it 
more thaa 2 feet behind Mr. ree teet of 
iron pipe. with the cap, was blown to the ceiling 
at such an angle as to fall on the apparatus case, 
The glass tube used for blowing the fire lost 
about 6 inches of its iength. 

Mr. M. escaped with a light blow just below 
the knee—provabiy from the iron which spent 
its force on the teble-leg—and a slight burn on 
one eyelid. ‘The accident was due to the insuf- 
ficient strength of the retort. It was new and 
bad not been tested. The scene after the acci- 
dent was a fair type of boiler explosions, serviag 
a double lesson—to the school as ap illustration 
of the power of gases, and to Mr. Murray as a 
warning that self-improvised apparatus may be 
uasafe, to blow upon at least,—aod tbat 
baste is not always good speed.
